Seattle and police responded to a fire located at the above address, At the time of the fire there were four transienjM 
occupying the abandon motel. These four transients stood by while police and fire arrived. Witnesses had 
observed and video taped two of the transients exiting the building at the time of the fire. The fire department 
extinguished the fire and Fire Marshall Tony Little requested Arson / Bomb Squad to respond.

I responded and arrived at the scene. Fire Marshall Little advised me that he had briefly interviewed the four £} 
transients that were found exiting the building. I interviewed the four following individuals at the scene:

Billington stated that she had been staying in the-abandoff "BSl 3-weeks, At the time of the fire 

she and her friend Adam Evans were sleeping inside the.motel with.her.dog. Billington stated that their room was 
located through a north facing door which the entered into the motel and then crawled through two holes in the 
walls to the west. Billington stated that her dog alerted them to the fire and Evans tried to kick out their window 
but it was boarded up. Billington stated that Evans was able to kick out the window located in the room just to the 
east where they climbed out but there dog was left inside. 

Billington stated that they use flashlights and lighters to make there way around in the dark. Billington stated that 
they do not cook or have candles lit in the motel. 

I asked Billington if she knew how the fire may have started. Billington could not provide an accidental cause but 
stated that if it was started on purpose she would suspect a person know to her only as “Mike”. Billington stated 
that “Mike” was kicked out of the motel approximately 3-weeks ago. Billington stated that “Mike” was kicked out 
due to not involving himself in a fight where a mutual friend was getting beat up at the Home Depot. Billington 
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stated that after they kicked “Mike” out of the motel he made statements that he would bum the place down and 
shoot all who was running out of the building. Billington stated that she has not seen “Mike” since the time they

kicked him out and didn’t see him today. 

Billington was taken to the Seattle Justice Center where she was fingerprinted, photographed and booked for 
outstanding warrants and trespassing. Billington had provided me a false name that was discovered at the time of 
her booking. Billington’s true name is noted above. 


I then interviewed Adam Evans. Evans provided the same information as Billington.

In then interviewed Jessica Trimble. Trimble stated that she and her boyfriend, Marcus Radley had been living in 
a room at the far northeast end of the motel (a video taken by a witness confirmed this information). Trimble 
stated that they were awaken from the smoke and pounding coming from the west end of the motel. Trimble stated 
that they walked out of the motel and waited for the fire department. 

Trimble stated that they were living in the motel for approximately the last month and during this time they had 
kicked out a person known only to her as “Mike”. Trimble stated that “Mike” was kicked out because he failed to 
involve himself in a fight where some of their friends were getting assaulted in the Home Base parking lot. 

Trimble could not provide any further possible suspect information. 

I then interviewed Marcus Radley. Radley confirmed the same statement that Trimble had just given. Trimble 
could not provide any suspect information.

All witnesses stated that they did not use any heating devices within the hotel. During the dark they would utilize 
lighters or flashlights.

09-10-2003/ 16 lOhrs. 

Received a telephone call from Jessica Trimble. I obtained a taped statement from Trimble. Trimble advised me 
that she felt the suspect who may have burned the motel down was a person she knows only as “Margie”. Trimble 
stated that she and some friends were in Westlake Park when they met with “Margie”. Trimble stated that when 
she arrived into the park. Trimble advised me that she was at Westlake yesterday and spoke with a person she 
knows only as “Margie”. Trimble stated that she walked into the middle of a conversation where some of her 
friends were accusing “Margie” of burning down the motel. Trimble stated that “Margie” gave several alibi’s. 

The following is a list of the alibi’s that “Margie” gave: 
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It may have been her twin, Aurora who started the fire. 

She was at the Orion Center at the time 
She was in Westlake at the time 

Trimble advised that “Margie” was a person who was kicked out the motel and was upset over being kicked out. 
Trimble feels that “Margie” was the person that started the fire on Aurora. Trimble stated that her friend, Ryan 
Crowel, also overheard the conversation at the park. I obtained a taped statement from Ryan who provided me 
with a similar statement listing “Margie” as the suspect who had started the fire. Neither witness could state that 
“Margie” admitted to starting the fire. 

09-16-2003 / 1030hrs. 

Received a telephone call from Auburn P.D. detective Dave Christensen. Christensen stated that he observed the 
King 5 news footage showing the two females involved in the fire on Aurora Ave. N. I provided Christensen the 
name of the know female Jessica Trimble, but advised him that the other female involved had provided me a false 
name and that the booking officers discovered her true name. I advised Christensen that I would telephone him 
tomorrow with the true name of the outstanding female and mail him a copy of the tape.

5. 09-17-2003 / 1600hrs. 

Made a copy of the tape and mailed it off to Det. Christensen along with copies of the two incident reports 
generated from the fire. 

6. 09-17-2003 / 1830hrs. 

Received a voice mail message from Jessica Trimble advising me that “Margie” has changed her personnel 
appearance. 

7. 09-19-2003 / 1906hrs. 

Received a voice mail message from Trimble advising me that “Margie” has been hanging out in the area of the 
University Ave. 

8. 09-22-2003 / 1839hrs. 

Received a voice mail message from Trimble advising me that “Margie” has fled to Portland Oregon. 

9. 09-16-2003 / 1430hrs. 

Telephoned and left a message with Trimble to call me. 

10. 09-27-2003 / 193Ohrs. 

Received page from Seattle Police dispatch advising they Ofc. Marlow had stopped Marjorie R. King who is a 
possible suspect in my arson case. 

11. 09-27-2003 /2100hrs. 

Returned Seattle PD dispatch page and they advised me that Ofc. Marlow had contacted suspect King in the area 
of 7 th Ave. and Pine St. from a 911 call made by Jessica Trimble. Ofc. Marlow investigated and released King at 
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the scene after finding $800.00 FTA misdemeanors warrant for theft. Dispatch provided me with the following 
information from the 911 call:

12. 09-29-2003 / 1045hrs. 

Ordered and received an electronic Department of Licensing photograph of Marjorie King. Placed into case file. I 
further provided Ofc. D. Marley a copy of the photograph and advised him to notify me if he comes into contact 
with her. 

13. 09-29-2003 / 1130hrs. 

Provided Ofc. B. Conway a copy of King’s photograph and a message to call me if he stops her. 

14. 09-30-2003 / 1845hrs. 

Received a telephone call from 911 dispatch that Ofc. Marlow had placed Marjorie King under arrest for her 
warrant. I advised that I would meet Ofc. Marlow at the West Pet. 

15. 09-30-2003 / 1930hrs. 

Met with King and conducted an interview. Marlow stated that she was out in front of McDonalds located on the 
waterfront during the time of the fire. Marlow stated that she was upset over being kicked out to the motel but 
would never take someone’s life over it. Marlow advised me that if this person is every caught that the 
punishment should fit the crime and that if they need help they can get it while they are in jail. Marlow could not 
provide any suspect information but stated that Trimble and her friends were running the motel as if they owned it 
and had kicked out a number of persons from the motel. 

16. 11-10-2003 / 1437hrs. 

Telephoned Raymond McLean at 206-542-7423 and left a message for him to call me. McLean is the owner of the 
property. 

17. 11-14-2003 / 1045hrs. 

Contacted McLean at 206-227-4225. McLean stated that he purchased the motel property approximately 2-weeks 
prior to the fire. McLean stated that while he conducted a walk through the motel a young white male and female 
with a dog confronted him. McLean stated that they were given permission from the owner that they could stay 
there until the place was tom down. McLean stated that they must leave the motel. 

McLean stated that he did not have any insurance on the building because no insurance company would insure the 
motel due to its condition. 

McLean could not provide any suspect information.

At 1117 hours on September 8 th , 2003,1 was working unit l-B-3 and responded to a request for traffic control at a fire, 
located at the old Rest Inn Hotel at N. 115 and Aurora Ave. North. I arrived at 1121 hours and advised radio that we would need 
units on all three sides of the fire to direct traffic. The structure was fully involved and I could see numerous other Fire rigs still 
responding. I realized that Fire would soon have most of Aurora blocked and I requested radio have additional units block traffic at 
Aurora and Northgate Way and N. 125 and Aurora. At about 1130 hours I noticed a group of individuals standing in the 11500 
block of Aurora N., just north of the fire scene. They were standing directly in the smoke from the fire. I yelled and motioned for 
the group to back away from the fire. One subject, later identified as Radley, Marcus R. W/M 02-02-85, transient, started yelling 
something at me but I could not hear him. I walked over to Radley and he yelled, “I’ve got two dogs and a cat in there!” There was 
a firefighter standing near us so I had Radley tell him about it. Radley then started complaining to me about his animals being in 
there. Radley was obviously with two W/F’s about 20 and an A/M about 20. I told them that they were fighting the fire the best 
they could, that they weren’t going to risk the life of a firefighter to try and save an animal. I asked Radley if they were in there 
[The Rest Inn, which is a closed down motel]. Radley said that they were staying in the motel and the owner knew it also. I then 
went to ask Radio for a second watch unit to contact the group about the incident, but my portable radio had gone dead. I told them 
to wait over on the sidewalk and we would be with them soon. There were no other police officers around me so I returned to my 
patrol car,which was about 150 feet away. Once in my car I radioed for a second watch unit to contact the group of four about the 
fire as I backed my car so that it was closer to the group. Unit 2-U-95 responded and I contacted Officer Baseley. I pointed out the 
group of four and told Baseley what Radley had told me. I observed Officer Baseley and Officer Marley contact the group of four 
and I returned to traffic control until I was relieved^ 
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
